MEXICO CITY (NC)—Close to 
100,000 pilgrims including many 
from the San Diego diocese with 
thousands of other Americans 
witnessed the dedication of the new 
Shrine of Guadalupe here and the 
outdoor procession transferring the 
venerated image of Our Lady to her 
new home. : 


Twelve youths carried the cloak 
bearing the miraculous image of the 
dark Virgin that appeared 445 years 
ago to the Indian peasant Juan 
Diego at the same site: where both 
oa stand today, Tepeyac 
Hill. 


_ BISHOPS, including both Bishop 


Leo T. Maher and Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert Chavez, and priests from 31 
countries stood in lines at both sides 
of the procession’s path as the 
image was transported over a mat of 
flowers in colorful designs for the 
500 yards that separate the two 
churches. 

The modernistic new _ shrine, 
shaped like a huge tent, replaces the 
Baroque-style church that housed 
the image since 1709. Foundations 


.of the old shrine are sinking in 
‘uneven ground of rock and earth. 


The old church was declared unsafe. 
The transfer coincided with cer- 
emonies Oct. 12 for Heritage Day or 
Dia de La Raza, because Our Lady’s 
apparitions in the 16th century are 
said to have helped the blending of 
the Indian and Spanish cultures. 


AS THE IMAGE was placed 
under the right side of a large, 
modernistic ‘cross, crowds in the 
shrine, estimated at 14,000, broke 
into songs and salutations, many

million basilica on Tepeyec Hill, site 
of the miracle. 

Just prior to the start of the 
procession in the darkened old 
basilica, 10,000 candles, each held 
by a pilgrim, were lit from a single 
paschal candle, representing Christ. 
As each candle was lit, the light of 
Christ spread throughout the vast 
assembly. 


BISHOP Leo T. Maher, with 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez, 
representing the San Diego diocese 
at the ceremony, was 
impressed by the great love and 
devotion of the people which they 
showed as the image was trans- 
ferred from the old basilica to the 
new.”’ 

Many of the pilgrims were deeply 
awed by the events of the day. 
Particularly moved at the procession 
by the sight of Our Lady on Juan 
Diego’s cloak was Chuck Stroud: of 
Idyllwild? He recalls: 

“As it (the cloak) got closer, I 
began to see what no photograph 
has ever revealed. It is truly 
miraculous. Time has had little 
effect upon it; the colors must be as 
bright as the day it was brought into 
existence. : 

“CHER EYES were so beautiful, so 
loving and compassionate that I 
could not look away. In a matter of 
minutes she was prayerfully gazing

‘Rosary an important tool 
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Jesuit brings Christ to prisoners

Soaring 12 stories above San Diego Bay and surrounded by 
a pleasant courtyard, the building at 808 Union St. appears to 
be just another downtown high rise office tower. 


It isn’t. It is one of California’s newest federal prisons. And 
it is here that Father Jaime Rasura, SJ, after 18 years at 
nearby Our Lady of Guadalupe parish, has found a new way to 
serve his fellow man. He is the chaplain at the Federal 
Metropolitan Correctional Center. 


AND IT IS HERE, in recent months, that Patricia Hearst, 
Lynette “‘Squeaky’’ Fromme, Dr. Timothy Leary and 
Eldridge Cleaver have been held. 


But the notorious prisoners are the exception, according to 
the soft-spoken, gentle Jesuit. ‘‘For the most part,’’ Father 
Rasura explained, “‘the inmates are Spanish-speaking. Many 
are illegal aliens.” 


Each day Father Rasura visits the facility stopping at one of 
the 10 floors housing prisoners—nine floors are for men and 
one is for women—to prepare the inmates for Communion 
which he distributes in the evening. 


THE TASK IS time consuming, the priest says, because 
each floor is a completely self-contained unit and a service 
must be held for éach floor. 


“‘The inmates,’’ Father Rasura explains, ‘‘are always glad 
to see me. They have a deep faith, particularly the ones from 
Mexico, but they have little understanding of the Church.”’ 

The Jesuit tries to teach them. ‘‘On my daily visits I 
distribute rosaries and teach the inmates how to pray them. 

“THE ROSARY IS an important part of my apostolate 
because it not only gives the inmates something to hold onto 
spiritually, but also because it teaches them about the faith. 
The whole basis of the Church—Christ, Mary and the great 
mysteries—is contained in the Rosary,’’ Father Rasura noted.

SACRAMENTO — Calif- 
ornia’s bishops urge Catho- 
lics to vote on Nov. 2, having 
considered ‘‘carefully the 
qualifications of candidates 
and the moral implications of 
ballot propositions.”’ 


In a statement issued 
following their meeting here 
last week, while not endors- 
ing Proposition 14 on the 
farm labor relations, the 
bishops indicate that moral 
considerations should lead 
voters to support it. 


“The fundamental prin-

ciple is that the ownership 
and use of private property is 
not absolute, but is limited 
by the demands of the 


common good,’ state the - 


bishops. ‘‘This...is wholly 
consistent with the traditions 
of the faith community we 
represent.’’ 


THE BISHOPS comment 
that they have been ap- 
proached ‘‘from many sides’’ 
to express their views on the 
proposition. 

“While the matter must be 
decided by the people them- 
selves, we regard it as 
imperative that we address 


ourselves to the moral di- 
mensions of an issue such as 
this which touches funda- 
mental human rights.” 


They recall that they have 
“repeatedly spoken’’ on the 
question of free and secret 
elections for farmworkers 
and “‘urged the adoption of 
legislation to guarantee 
farmworkers’ rights.

‘detente’ with youth counselor

PALM SPRINGS — The 
year-long sexual ethics battle 
between area priests and 
John Shields, director of the 


‘secular Palm Springs Youth 


Counseling Service, appears 
to be over. 


According to Holy Cross 
Father Joseph Pawlicki, ‘‘a 
period of detente’’ has 
begun. 


The controversy surfaced 
nearly a year ago when, 


_ through his column in a local 


newspaper, Shields advised 
parents that masturbation 
was normal and tolerable 
behavior for adolescents, 
emphasized a need for ‘priv- 


acy and warned against 
parental interference. 


CATHOLIC priests in the 
area, including Father Paw- 
licki, Msgr. Michael Nolan of 
St. Theresa parish and Msgr: 
George Rice of Our Lady of 
Solitude parish, strongly ob- 
jected to the columns. 


The controversy was re- 
kindled recently when the 


Palm Springs Youth Com- - 


mission recommended that 
the city council make a grant 
of more than $6,000 for 
continued operation of the 
counseling service. 

The Catholic priests op- 
posed the grant because 
Shields continues to direct

‘Without wishing to im- 
pose our Catholic morality 
upon people ‘or upon public 
programs, but with a desire 
to obtain a just and deserved 
respect for our point of view 
on the morals of man, we 
have searched for and have 
arrived at a meeting of the 
minds on this issue with the 
youth counseling service,’’ 
he said. 


IN THE compromise 
agreement, Father Pawlicki 


_ said Shields agreed to read 


and learn the Catholic posi- 
tion on sexual morality as 
stated in the recent sexual 
ethics declaration of Pope. 
Paul. 


Shields also agreed, the 
priest said, to refer Catholic 
counselees to the local Cath- 
olic Community Services cen- 
ter directed by Robert Web- 
ster and to have three 
Catholics sit on the board 
that oversees operation of 
the youth counseling service. 


achieved as long as the act 
remains subject to political 
manipulation in its basic 
provisions and funding,’’ 
they add.

She 
said the average parish 
service to them is taking 
communion once a month. 

- Other papers presented to 
the bishops covered family 
life, campus ministry and 
state aid to Catholic schools. 


And, he said, his daily visits give him a chance just to show 
the prisoners ‘‘a friendly, interested face from the outside’. 


BUT FATHER RASURA faces many problems. ‘‘Most of 
all,’’ he said, ‘I need help. I would like to have a choir for the 
Mass. I need catechists to help teach the inmates how to pray 
and to prepare them for confession and Communion and to 
tape scripture and faith classes.’’ 


There are other problems. “Though the inmates do take me 
seriously, they have so much recreation during the day—pool 
tables, television rooms, etc.—it is difficult to pull them away 
from it for any length of time,’’ Father Rasura lamented. 


He also noted that many of the prisoners will not watch the 
videc-taped Mass on Sunday mornings. ‘“‘They would be 
much more interested if they could have Mass celebrated for 
them in person, but with just one chaplain to serve 10 floors 
that is impossible. If there were enough bilingual priests 
willing to help out, we might be able to make some 
arrangements for occasional Masses,’’ Father Rasura mused. 


THE PRIEST NOTES that the prison’s staff is composed of 
“‘wonderful people who have the inmates’ welfare at heart 
and respect their human dignity.” 


And he is quick to point out that the correctional center is a 
“‘reformed’’ prison. There are no bars on the windows. There 
are no stone walls topped with barbed wire and guard towers. 


But Father Rasura questions whether or not the modern 
facility is the best place to keep prisoners. ‘‘Criminals must 
be incarcerated,’’ he feels, ‘‘they cannot be turned loose in 
society. But I feel they should be kept in camp-like 
compounds in the country to give them opportunity for 
outside work and recreation,’ he said. 


LIVING CONDITIONS are “‘excellent’”’ at the new prison, 
he said. “‘Perhaps they are even too good for some of the 
prisoners, particularly the illegal aliens, who have never 
known living conditions as good.”’ ‘ 


Each floor in the facility bears more resemblence to a 
college dormitory than to the stereo-typed Hollywood concept 
of cell blocks with layer after layer of bare cages. And the 
entire building is air conditioned. 


But despite the “‘pleasant atmosphere’’ the Metropolitan 
Correctional Center is still very much a prison, and when 
Father Rasura leaves a floor, the heavy metal door slams shut 
with a soul-piercing metallic clang that reverberates through 
thé concrete corridors for those who must remain.

A time to keep 


This nation is almost preoccupied with the 
freedom of choice, the freedom to vote, the freedom 
to speak and the freedom generally of people to 
express themselves without let or hindrance. Yet in 
the vital responsibility of citizens to express their 
freedom by voting, it is likely that more than half 
will stay away from the polls on Nov. 2. 


The right to vote, to participate in the selection. 


and election of those who express our will through 
government, has been the keystone to insure to 
Americans the basic freedoms on which this nation 
was founded 200 years ago. 


Yet more than half of those eligible to cast a vote 
have evidently allowed indifference, apathy, 
laziness or ignorance to steal ene of their basic 
freedoms, for which people in many other lands 
would give their very lives. Over the years it has 
been made easier for more and more people to 
exercise the right to vote. Only a few years ago the 
franchise was extended to those vociferous 
youngsters who claimed that the right to be sent to 
Vietnam at 18 entitled them to the right to vote. So 
they got it. The result in the polls has not been too 
noticeable. : 


Catholic presence at polls 

Catholics, who number about 25 per cent of the 
people of the United States and presumably have a 
corresponding impact at the voting booths, have 
not only a right but a duty to make this presence 
felt. There are basic moral issues at stake among 
the candidates’ platforms and the propositions. The 
campaign rhetoric and falsehoods must be sifted in 
order to reach some appreciation of candidates and 
their caliber, it is true, but that, too, is our duty as 
responsible Catholic citizens. 


It is not easy to be a responsible voter. It requires 


-time and a careful study of the California Voters 


Pamphlet, the Sample Ballot packet and the pros 
and cons of every issue on the ballot paper. There 
will remain some confusion. There will be difficult 
decisions to make—particularly this year in the 
case of the top of the ballot, the presidential race. 
In terms of ‘‘life,- liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness’’ we have to examine all positions. 


In these terms fall many of the issues at stake in 


the Nov. 2. elections. They are issues of respect for _ 


all, for human dignity and life, for the betterment of 
mankind—the unborn, the aged, the young, the 
needy, physically handicapped, mentally handi- 
capped, the helpless, the capable, the expert, the 
landlord and the tenant. Whatever we are, we live 
by a set of laws, which can embrace and help or 
encumber and hinder. Through our vote and our 
assertiveness on issues, we can effect the changes 
we need and affect the lives of all.

Right to vote includes a duty 


those people may not bother. When this nation was 
founded voting was for men only. And certainly not 
for women, blacks and people 18 years old. 


When George Washington was president a man 
had to ‘‘have a stake in society’’ in order to vote. 
He had to own property or prove otherwise that he 


_ paid taxes. And he had to be ‘‘free, white and 21.’’ 


Nobody even mentioned the possibility of women 
having a vote and the new Constitution said nothing 
about voting rights, except that it was up to the 
States to decide. 


Now, five amendments to the Constitution later, 
something akin to the way Alexander Hamilton and 
James Madison hoped it would be, has come about. 
They said, ‘The electors are to be the great body of 
the people of the United States.’’ 


By the Civil War universal male suffrage was the 
law, but blacks were not allowed to vote until the 
15th Amendment was ratified in 1870. But 20 years 
later poll taxes and literacy tests disenfranchised 
thousands of them—much as they do today in 
Rhodesia and South Africa. 


Women at the polls 


The Suffragette movement which led to women 
winning the vote began before World War | and 
saw victory immediately after the war. The 19th 
Amendment in 1920 was described as ‘‘the greatest 
thing that came. out of the war.’’ The 23rd 


Amendment in 1961 gave the vote to the people of . 


the District of Columbia and the 26th Amendment 
in 1971 lowered the age to 18. 


The vote, the free expression of opinion and 
choice, denied to so many around the world, is ours 


to use— 150,000,000 of us. And a secret ballot, at , 


that. We have come a long way in 200 years—to the 
stage when half the people -don’t think it 
worthwhile to use their vote. That is the tragedy of 
it. Let’s make this a record Catholic vote next 
month.

We were talking...about depression 
and joy and negative and positive 
attitudes towards ourselves and life 
and how they fit into the universal 
struggle between good and evil. 


Recently. | met a beautiful and 
talented woman whose acute intell- 
igence and easy acceptance of others 
impressed and delighted both me and 
my friends. She was also remarkably 
easy to talk to, but during our many 
discussions on a great variety of 
subjects, | became aware of a 
disturbing tendency to negativism in 
her own evaluation of herself. 


BENEATH THAT attractive exteri- 
or, she was torn with anger and 
dissatisfaction with herself and hostil- 
ity and resentment towards others. A 
tremendous potential for love and 
laughter and joy in life was being 
stifled by her concentration on 
qualities she considered failings. At 
times when she allowed this negativ- 
ism to overwhelm her, she seemed 
_ physically to shrink and her personal- 
ity to disintegrate, until she was 
possessed by a kind of driving panic. 


| have wondered since about the 
different kinds of suicide we commit 
ourselves to. How often we allow 
depression to. creep. up on_ us 
unawares and then, when our 


imbalance sparks our anxiety and 
fear, are driven into an unreasoning 
panic that ‘‘rips us apart at the 
seams!”’ 

There is apparently a kind of 
passion for destruction latent in us 
which surfaces in a great variety of 
ways. Oddly, even when it appears to 
be’ projected towards someone else, 
most of the time its main impact is 
upon ourselves. 


IT IS A frightening world and today 
we are taught to expect far too much 
of ourselves. In the largely pagan 
philosophies of our time, and onus 
and the initiative for personal, social 
and universal development and sur- 
vival are thrown upon mankind itself. 
No wonder we panic! 

It is important, if we are to remain 
sane and effective, | think, to admit 
that there is a powerful and ‘‘loving 
reality at the heart of the world’’—as 
Morton Kelsey says—of which we are 
a vital part. It is important, too, to 
admit that there is an enduring good 
within us that is grounded in that 
loving reality. 

Once we have formed the habit. of 
thinking negatively of ourselves—or 
transferring the quality of virtue to 
such things as anger, self-sufficiency, 


superiority, obsession with work and — 


- personal achievement—we bind our- 


selves to this image. Our dependency 
on others, our need to love and be 
loved, the importance of community 
support begin to look like weaknesses, 
Nea in fact, they are merely facts of 
ife. 


WHEN OUR expectations are 
constantly limited by a poor image of 
ourselves, we begin to lose sight of 
the positive side of our personalities 
and our capacity for good. Not only do 
we not recognize when we do good, 
but we learn to deprecate that, too. 


Then, pretty soon, psychiatrists are 
growing rich on our depressions and 
psychoses! People with a _ good 
self-image and positive outlook sel- 
dom find themselves prone on those 
lucrative couches! 


The task of counselors—! am 
told—is often simply to encourage 
people to be more gentle with 
themselves—to discover the good in 
themselves and develop these quali- 
ties, rather than concentrate endlessly 
on what is wrong. The vital thing 
about human beings is that we only 
grow and move forward to greater 
fulfillment and higher development 
through the cultivation of what. is 
good—both in us and in others. As in 
any well-tended garden,. pretty soon 


weeds cease to be a problem! 


OF ALL people, we Christians 
should understand this. For us, 
goodness is what life is all about—the 
goodness of God, his goodness in us, 
the goodness of others, the triumph of 
good over evil. We strike a blow for 
good against evil whenever we 
contemplate goodness and act within 
Ae ey 

We are, so to speak, committed to 
good. And when we deny our own 
goodness, real and potential, we deny 
the image of God within us—we deny 
the living Christ. 

Of all people, we Christians should 
recognize that it is not so much what 
we are, or think we are, that counts, 
but what God makes of us. If we live at 
all, it is because hehas faith in us and 
our propensity to channel his love, his 
positivism, to the world around us. 

It is not what we think or what 
others think that really matters, but. 
what God thinks. And that should not 
disturb us. We do not need to fear 
him. He sees us as we are, but with 
the eyes of wholly accepting love— 
eyes that seek us gently, with faith rs 
and trust, and unreasonable belief in ~~ 
our worth.

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Canon lawyers promote women’s role

PHILADELPHIA (NC) — 
Adoption of a resolution 
supporting a greater role for 
women in the Church was a 
highlight of the meeting of 
Canon Law Society of Amer- 
ica (CLSA) here. 


The 300 canon lawyers 
accepted by a voice vote— 
with some audible dissent—a 
statement asking for equality 
for women in the Church 
submitted by 24 participants 
in a symposium on ‘‘Women 
and Church Law.”’ 
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agreed to name a committee 
to analyze new Church 
legislation from the perspec- 
tive of women’s juridical 
status and to consider a- 
mending Church law to: 


—Open the ministries of 
lector and acolyte to women; 


—Permit qualified lay men 
and women to preach; 


—Give women the same 
functions in Church courts as 
men; 

—Open to men and women 
all administrative positions 
in the Church that do not 
require ordination; and 


—Correct instances of dis- 
crimination against women. 


The CLSA also decided to 
launch studies on divine law, 
which has implications for 
the womens’ ordination 
issue; the relationships be- 
tween legal theory and 
practice; the relationship 
between Holy Orders and 
jurisdiction and the legal 
effects of charisms (spiritual 
gifts). : 

At a seminar on the effect 
of recent” decisions by the 
Sacred Roman Rota, the 
Church’s highest court, on 
marriage theology, Father 
Richard G. Cunningham, an 
official of the Boston arch- 
diocesan marriage court, 
said marriage today is seen 
“less as a static rite and 
more as a dynamic living 
sign.”’ 

THE PRIEST observed 
that the current practice 
guiding the Church’s highest 
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court in determining the 


validity of marriages em- 


phasizes “‘not just the willing 
of marriage, but the actual 
living of it.’’ 

Father Patrick W. Collins, 
speaking on. ‘‘Divorce and 
Remarriage,’’ called the de- 
velopment of  ‘‘psychic 
grounds’”’ for nullifying a 
marriage ‘‘an effort to deal 
with reality.’’ 

Elaborating on this theme, 
Father George P. Graham, 
administrative judge of the 
Rockville Centre diocese des- 
cribed how personality dis- 
orders effect the validity of 
marriage. 


HE EXPLAINED that a 
person with a personality 
disorder—hysterical or in- 
adequate and antisocial be- 
havior—may have a ‘‘consci- 


ous understanding of reality _ 


and a rather accurate percep- 
tion of it,’’ but is unable to 
integrate the emotional and 
intellectual components of 


behavior. 


Quoting a judge of. the 
Sacred Roman Rota, he said: 

“It is evident that persons 
suffering from the disorder 
of psycopathic personality 
contract marriage invalidly 
when, in the particular case 
it is proved that at the 
moment at which they con- 
tracted marriage they were 
incapable of understanding 
the burdens of marriage, or 
of choosing them freely, or of 
carrying out those responsi- 
bilities.”

We Share in His Sonship 


” Allled by the Spirit are 
sons and heirs of God

In the Bible, one of the most commonly 
used expressions “for the divine-human 
relationship is that of father and child. The 
people of God experienced this kind of 
relationship in His dealings with their king 
and with themselves. 


A key chapter in the Old Testament is 2 
Samuel 7. David has captured Jerusalem 
and has brought thither the Ark of the 
Covenant, for which he wants to build a 
permanent abode. God, however, informs 
Nathan that David is not to build a temple; 
that will be the task of his son and successor, 
Solomon. 


In a delightful word-play Nathan tells 
David that, on the contrary, Yahweh will 
build a house (a royal dynasty) for David. 
Nathan says: ‘‘The Lord also reveals to you’ 
that he will establish a house for you. 


“AND WHEN THE time comes and you 
rest with your ancestors, I will raise up your 
heir after you, sprung from your loins} and I 
will make his kingdom firm. It is he who 
shall build a house for my name. And I will 
make his royal throne firm forever, I will be a 
father to him and he shall be a son to me.”’ (2 
Samuel 7:11-14) 


Thus was established the sacred, intimate 
relationship between Yahweh and the king. 
What better way to express it than in terms 


_ of father-son? It became an integral part of 


the people’s notion of kingship, and there is 
a strong reflection of it in Psalm 2. 


” This psalm seems to have been used in the 
liturgy for the -solemn enthronement of 
subsequent kings. The people sang their 
verses; the new king sang his, and one of his 
verses was the following: ‘‘I will proclaim 
the decree of the Lord: The Lord said to me, 
“You are my son; this day I have begotten 
you.’’ (Psalm 2:7) 

NOT ONLY THE king was looked upon as 
God’s “‘son.’’ Yahweh was father to all His 
people. There is this beautiful passage at the 
beginning of Hosea 11: . 

When Israel was a child I loved him, 
out of Egypt I called my son. 

The more I called them, the farther 
they went from me,... 

Yet it was I who taught Ephraim to 
walk, who took them in my arms; 

I drew them with human cords, with 
hands of love; 

I fostered them like one who raises an 
infant to his cheeks; 


Yet, though I stooped to feed my 
child, they did not know that I was their 
healer. (1-4) 

This passage serves as a good transition 
to the father-son relationship in the New 
Testament. In his infancy story, Matthew 
applies the second part of verse 1 to the 
return of the Holy Family from Egypt. He 
writes: ‘“He stayed there until the death of 
Herod, to fulfill what the Lord had said 
through the prophet: ‘Out of Egypt I have 
called: my son’ ’’ (Matthew 2:15). 


BUT NOW, in the Gospel context, the 
child is God’s son in a way far transcending 
the sonship of Israel. He is, in a unique 
sense, the Son of God. What was once a 
beautiful figure of speech is now a 
stupendous reality. 


Of course, Matthew was writing from the 
vantage point of post-resurrection faith, 
when Jesus’ true identity was finally 
realized. Before the resurrection it was not, 


and we don’t find His divine Sonship spelled - 


out explicitly in the Gospels (especially in 
Synoptics), which are accounts of His public 
ministry. 

None of Jesus’ contemporaries, even His 
intimates, suspected His full identity. It was 
hard enough for them to accept Him as 
Messiah; that He should have been the Son 
of God was simply inconceivable. 


THE LETTER to the Romans speaks of the 
Good News ‘‘concerning His Son, who was 
descended from David according to the flesh 
but was proclaimed ‘‘Son-of-God-in-power’’ 
according to the spirit of holiness, by His 
resurrection from the dead: Jesus Christ our 
Lord’’ (Romans 1:3-4). 


In Hebrews we read: ‘‘Son though he was, 
he learned obedience from what he suffered; 
and when perfected, he became the source 
of eternal salvation for all who obey him’’ 
(Hebrews 5:8). At any rate, the New 
Testament leaves not the slightest doubt 
that Jesus was the unique Son of God. 


And amazingly, we who are one with Him 
share His sonship: ‘‘All who are led by the 
Spirit of God are sons of God. You did not 
receive a spirit of slavery leading you back 
into fear, but a spirit of adoption through 
which we cry out, ‘Abba!’ (that is, ‘Father’). 


“THE SPIRIT himself gives witness with 
our spirit that we are children of God. But if 
we are children, we are heirs as well: heirs of 
God, heirs with Christ, if only we suffer with 
him so as to be glorified with him’’ (Romans 
8:14-17).

Careful balance of love, 
authority, forgiveness

Jesus gave us the image of God as our 
father when His disciples asked Him to teach 
them to pray as John the Baptist had taught 
his followers. His response (Luke 11:2-4) 
was simply, ‘‘When you pray, say: Father, 
hallowed be your name, your kingdom 
come...” i 


For us today thinking of God as Father is 
as natural as breathing. Not so for the 
followers of Jesus. His referring to God as 
Father was new and strange...and His use of 
the very personal term ‘‘Abba’’ (translated 
daddy or papa) bordered on the blasphe- 
mous. 


IN THE OLD Testament, using ‘‘Father’’ 
to describe the relationship between God 
and man was rare at best. Where such a 
father image is found, it refers to God’s 
being a Father to His people Israel. 


Just as a natural father would do, God 
gave His chosen people their existence, their 
essential character, set them. aside for 
special responsibility, and never withheld 
His love or forgiveness. 


Finally, God sent His Divine Son to 
complete Israel’s notion of God through 
personal contact and presence. Not only did 
He address God as Father, but He often 
referred while preaching to ‘‘Your father,”’ 
and “‘their father,’’ as well as ‘‘my father.’’ 


HE CALLED on His disciples to imitate 
God their Father by being perfect as He is, 
by being merciful as He is and by forgiving 
as He forgives. 


In Divine Revelation God communicates 
Himself to us in language and images that 
we can grasp and understand. This is true of 
the vivid and concrete images of Jewish 
thought patterns and word usage. 


-Darkness and light conjure up real images - 


to men and women who experience the 
dangers and limitations of darkness in their 
world as opposed to openness and vital 
qualities of light. In the modern idiom they 
can ‘‘identify’’ with it. On the other hand it 
is difficult for most of us to identify with 
“infinite perfection,’’ 


GOD REVEALS Himself to us as Father 
through Jesus because the people to whom 
Jesus preached understood the father image 
as being the careful balance of love and 
authority, of discipline and forgiveness. Of 
course, there are always those whose natural 
fathers do not reflect the love-authority 


balance, yet even these persons usually -

The dominant image of God in Divine 
Revelation is as Father. It is familiar because 
the closest human approximation of God’s 
selfless love that forgives and forgives even 
in the face of rebellion and apostasy, is 
familial love. The selfless, forgiving, long 
suffering love between parent and child. 

God as Father cannot be considered apart 
from Jesus as Son. It is the Son who reveals 
the Father, to know and see the Son is to 
know and see the Father and no one can 
come to the Father except through the’ Son. 

THE METAPHORICAL relationship of 
Israelites as sons of God becomes a reality to 


Christians who are now sons of God through: - 


their faith in Christ, adopted sons through 
the Holy Spirit dwelling within them. “‘Any 
who .did accept him he empowered to 
become children of God’’ (John 1:12). 


God is a Father to us because through our 
faith in Jesus we have become children of 
God, sons and daughters with the Son, 
whose inheritence includes a participation in 
the very nature of our Father. Wich Him we 
truly say ‘‘Father, hallowed be your name, 
your kingdom come...”’ 
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Another couple, our host and hostess, 
would leave the next afternoon for Syracuse 
to ‘‘give’’ a ME weekend.

The opening prayer also illustrates that 
point. As a conclusion to the Introductory 
Rites, it “‘expresses the theme of the 
celebration and by the words of the priest a 
petition is addressed to God the Father 
through the mediation of Christ in the Holy 
Spirit.”” (General Instruction, No. 32). 

THE CELEBRANT with hands out- 
stretched (sending our petitions heavenward 
and hoping to receive God’s gifts in 
response); speaks as a general rule directly 
to the Father in the collect’s beginning. 

“Almighty and ever-living God.”

In just 12 days American voters will elect a 
President and, through their ballots, make their 
voices heard on the major issues of this election 
year. Though Catholics have been accused of being 
politically concerned over just one issue, the right to 
life, the truth is that the Church, through the United 
States Catholic Conference (USCC) has taken strong 
stands on a wide variety of today’s issues. Below, 
National Catholic News Service (NC News) has 
compared USCC policy statements (in bold face 
type) on an issue-by-issue basis with the respective 
planks of the Democratic and Republican party_ 
platforms: 


Right to life 


Calls abortion violent and wrong. Urges the 
adoption of a constitutional amendment to correct 
the tragic errors of the Supreme Court on abortion. 


Democrats: We fully recognize the religious and 
ethical concerns of many Americans on abortion. 
However, ‘‘it is undesirable to attempt to amend the 
Constitution to overturn the Supreme Court decision 
in this area.’’ 


Republicans: Abortion is one of the most difficult - 


and controversial issues. We favor continuance of 
the public dialogue on abortion and support the 
efforts of those who seek enactment of a 
constitutional amendment to restore the right to life 
for unborn children. 


Right to eat 


Hunger and malnutrition continue to affect 


millions. National food policy should work toward 
full production, equitable distribution and price 
stability. We support programs to promote full 
production and fair return for farmers and domestic 
food programs to meet the needs of the hungry a8 
malnourished. 


Democrats: Call for the establishment -of a 
national food and fiber policy which is fair to both 
producer and consumer, based on the family farm 
agricultural system. Urge maximum agricultural 


production and supports attempts to provide for. 


basic nutritional needs. 


Republicans: Focus resources on feeding needy 
children. Present programs underwrite the meals of 
children from middle and upper income families.

Urges government, business and labor to promote 
fairness in taxation. 


Democrats: Economic justice requires a firm 
commitment to tax reform.

Tax reform should aim at simplification and 
expansion of our economy. 


Television 


We strongly oppose government control over 
television programming but deplore unilateral 
decision-making by the networks. We’re alarmed by 
violence and obscenity.

Democrats: No position. 


Republicans: Citizen action should let the 
television industry know that we want it to curb 
violence in programming because of its effect on our 
youth.

We support strong and effective action to control 
handguns leading to their eventual elimination from 
our society.

Life belongs to God, not to Supreme Court

A dog has life, a tree has life, a rose bush 
has life. What makes us different? The 
difference is simply the truth of what God 
revealed to us in his inspired word: ‘‘God 
created man in the image of Himself, in the 
image of God He created him (Genesis 1:27). 


Again: ‘‘God breathed in man’s nostrils a 
breath of life, and thus man became a living 
being’’ (Genesis 2:7). 

THESE LAST words directly reveal to us 
that man has a special kind of life that makes 
him or her different from all other living 
creatures on earth. In a way that is beyond 
our minds to fully understand, God has a 
direct hand in the creation of every human 
being. : 

Each human person belongs to God by 
creation, is God’s by Christ’s. redeeming 
sacrifice on the cross for each person.

world. From its beginning to our present 
day, the official Church has consistently 
upheld the sanctity of human life, and 
condemned such evil pagan practices. 


On Oct. 3, we celebrated Respect Life - 


Sunday. A Supreme Court ruling in January, 
1973, in effect made a new law for the entire 
United States—an exercise of ‘‘raw judicial 
power’ in the words of dissenting Justice 
White. aa 


Many millions—and from the evidence I 
have seen it is a majority of Americans, 
despite what some polls may say—are 
deeply concerned about the effects of this 
decision. And contrary to the news media, it 
is not solely a Catholic issue, although there 
is a loud but small group who would have the 
American public think <it is. 


FOR THOSE WHO oppose the court 
ruling, the principle is obvious: it is a matter 
of human life or death. But one thing must 
be made clear. Though the principle is 
obvious, in the concrete, in the real order of 
American society, the problem is a very 
complex one, especially because of the 
pluralism of our nation. If we do not keep 
this in mind, we stand to appear foolish, 
inept, even useless in any effort to change an 
evil we see threatening the very fiber of our 
country. : 


We must know what the court did. Basing 
its findings on what it said was in the Sth and 
14th amendments of the Constitution, the 
court decreed that a woman has a 
fundamental right of privacy to her body. 
From this it was concluded that a 
prospective mother had a right, which in 
practice has become an absolute right by 
law, to get rid of that life which she was 
carrying as a result of conception. 


In effect, this also said that the life within 
the woman has no rights as a legal person

NOTICE THE words used: the fetus, as 
the court called it, was only capable of 
meaningful life, that is, it did not have 
meaningful life. The fetus was not a person 
in the whole sense, and so excluded from the 


- right to life of the Sth and 14th amendments. 


It legally had only potential life, and hence 
again was excluded directly from these 
constitutional guarantees. 


If the court can declare that a certain 
minority in America, called fetuses, are not 
persons because of this kind of thinking, 
what is to prevent certain other minorities— 
like the physically handicapped, mentally 
retarded, the elderly, the sick, the deaf, 
dumb or blind—being classified as having 
lost meaningful life, as not being persons in 
the whole sense. 


Would they then be done away with 
because they no longer have a right to life 
legally or constitutionally? This is not a scare 
tactic. It is not a farfetched argument. It 
follows with inexorable logic from the court’s 
legal decision. — 


Though Chief Justice Burger at the time 
said ‘‘plainly the Court today rejects any 
claim that the Constitution requires abortion 
on demand,”’ this is exactly what has taken 
place: one million alone, according to 
reliable figures, in America in one year. 


ANY WOMAN can legally get rid of her 
unborn child up to one moment before 
natural birth, mainly because of the 
incredibly broad meaning of the health of the 
mother—physical, psychological, emotional, 
familial, and the woman’s age, in the words 
of Justice Blackmun. 


Two. recent results have come directly 
from the court’s decision. In the Danforth 


' case, the Supreme Court said a man who 


fathered a child has no right at all in a 
woman’s decision to have an abortion 
because of her fundamental right to privacy 
over her body. 


It is also said that an unwed minor with 
child does not need parental consent for 
abortion on the same grounds. It is-startling 
that a minor needs a parent’s consent to 
have her ears pierced for earrings but not for 
an abortion! 


To limit the definition of a person. under

law to actual physical and biological time 
development simply flies in the face of the 
medical and scientific evidence at hand. 


There are various ways to pursue our goal 
to gain the right to life for unborn children. 
One is a constitutional amendment. This is 
our right as American citizens. We need to 
use proper and legitimate methods. We 
need to choose the right words to define a 
person, to say what pro-life means. 


Some will say the law reflects the moral 
consensus of society, and generally this is 
true. But a society always has a right and 
duty to reflect in point of time where it is or 
going. Hence, if a society judges that an 
essential traditional moral norm has been 
changed, eroded or lost, it rightfully may 
take steps to restore such a norm by the legal 
and governmental process. 


IN WHATEVER way we go, a reversal of 
the court ruling will not necessarily eliminate 
the evil of abortion, or do away with other 
serious problems such as unwanted child- 
ren, economic problems, damage to a 
mother. 


I am fully aware of these evils and that 
they were present before the court ruling. 
But as awful as they may be, they cannot 
compare to the evil of undermining a basic 
right to life for the unborn child that has 
ramifications that involve our very existence 
as a people and a society. 


We can restore to our society and our 
value system a fundamental right that goes 
beyond the absolute disposition and 
unlimited control of government, because: 
involved is a universal moral precept that 
touches mankind totally. Fundamental 
human rights may never be sacrificed to law 
and order, to social and economic exped- 
iency of good. God help us if that time 
comes.

THE CATHOLIC PRIESTHOOD TODAY by 
Father Donald W. Wuerl. Chicago, Francis- 
can Herald Press. 192 pages, $6.95.
